Earl Browder, deposed leader of the American Com- 
munists, swore under oath today that he 
knows of no Communists in tho State Dopart- 


mont. 


He also branded as false, ex-Communist Louis 


Budenz, sworn testimony that he (Browder) 
had officially described Owen'Lattimore..as a 


Communist. 


He then invited possible 
contempt action when’ he 
flatly refused to’ tell Senate 
investigators who, besides 
himself and a Chinese Red 
leader,, was present at a 
miceting before the formation 
of the ‘United Nations at San 
Francisco, 


Mr. Browder testified before 
the Senate Foreign Relations sub- 
Committee investigating charges 
made by Senator Joseph Me= 
Carthy. He became defiant. when 
Senator Bourke Hickenlooper 
asked who was present at a 
meeling with him and on Chinese 
Communist leader before | ‘the 
United Nations was formed. 


“I do not remember, and it I 
did I would not give you that 
information,” he said, 

Senator’ Hickenlooper prompt- 
ly noted for the record that all 
flve members of the sub-Com- 
mittee were present: to hear Mr, 
Browder’s testimony, This usually 
ts the Congressional prelude to a 
contempt citation, which could 
possibly result in a gue) sentence 
and fine, . : 

When the witness said he could 
not be forced to answer, Senator 
Hickenlooper said, “That deter. 
mination will be made by — the 
Committee." 

“Possibly shrugged Mr. Browe- 
der, ‘Then, causing his volee— for 
which he later upologised—he 
added: “I just wanted to make it 
elear that Iam not going to be 
intimidnted by any. person,” 

Senator: Hickenlooper then 
asked the witness whether the 
meeting in question was attended 
by the career diplomat, John Ser- 
vice, who has been accused by 
Senator McCarthy of being 
poor security risk. 

After saying he would not 
answer the question of who was 
or was not at the meeting, wit- 
ness remarked: “Now we have 
the question In a generp! form. 
Ordinarily, I Would have no 
hesitancy In answering such a 
question, except thut experience 
has tought me that once I start 
answering such questions I am 
embarked on ‘a fishing expedi- 
tion.” 

Mr. Budenz issued a statement 
In New York saying it wus no 
surprise to him that Browder had 
told investigators his (Budenz') 
testimony was false. 

"Up to a few months ago Mr. 
Browder was an open, registered 
Soviet agent,” he said, “I had no 
illusions but that he would Le a 

-freluctant—- witness. —What—I--Lad 
hoped and still hope is that mues- 
tioning will elicit from him the 
story of the Communist cell in 
the Institute of Pacifle Relations.”

Me. Browder was questioned 
about Mr. Budenz’ statement 
that Mr. Browder had pralsed 
Mr. Lattlmore’s, contribution 
to selling the Party line on 
China In 1937—-that the Chincee 
Comniunists were agrarian re- 
formers. Mr. Bowder sald this 
was not so. At that time, he 
aald, the Communists 
maintaining that the Chinese 
Communists were Jeading the 
military etruggle in| China 
against Japan. 


» “Unity in China was the key 
word,” he said, but added that 
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the Chinese Communists _actual- 
ly did represent fundamental 
agrarian reforms, However, he 
insisted that in 1937 the Party 
line was one of unity with Chinng 
Kal-shek ond {t stressed the mlll- 
tary power of the Communists 
who were doing the . fighting 
ogainst. the Japanese. . 


Mr. Browder referred to Mr. 
Budenz as a former Party func- 
tionary whose chief responsibility 
wos to’ pursue Communist work 
among Catholics, in which he Is 
considered an expert. He could 
state without the slightest healta- 
tlon that he did not know the 
State Department alde, Haldore 
Hanson, or the former United 
Nations official, Dorathy Kenyon, 
either as members or friends of 
the Communist Party. John Ser- 
vice and John Carter Vincent 
US. Minister to Switzerland, had 
never hod any connection, direct 
or indirect, with the Communist 
Party. 

He had never met Alger Hiss, 
former State Department official 
who was convicted of lying for 
snying he had never turned 
top secret documents over to a 
Communist ring for transmission 
to Russia, Mr. Browder added 
that he had never met Hiss’ ac- 
cuser, Whittaker Chambers, but 
knew that'Chambers had been a 
Communist. 

He refused to answer questions 
about whether ho knew’ Elizabeth 
Bentley, John Abt, Nathan Witt, 
Jacob Golos, Ludwig Uhiman and 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, all 
of whom have figured either as 
witnesses or as the target of 
charges in recent Communist in- 
vestigations.
